The first dav of the St. Louis Fair opened 
with assurances of a grand succe3s. This is 
the school children’s day, and trom an early 
hour every car on every line leading to the 
Fair Grounds was loaded and crammed with 
school children and children of a larger 
growth, all going to the Fair. The horses 
seemed to be the only living things that were 
not enjoying themselves heartily, 
but nearly every second car 
stalled somewhere Or its route. 

The capacities of street locomotion were 
tried to them utte most. Every baggage wagon, 
every vehicle on springs in St. Louis, and a 
good many without, were drummed into 
the service to carry passengers 
to the fair. The peanut- 
candy and lemonade vendors atall the gates 
rapidly accumulated small competencies, and 
the ground work ot many a future indigestien 
was laid petore 10 o'clock this morning. 

THE CHILDREN. 

were black with young 
the most singular effect 
of their presence was the continual 
hum, something like the sound heard on 
Change, of many voices blending into one 
subdued tone.

Even atthe 
eurly hour of 10, bowever, dinners were being 
demolished, by eager and improvident chil- 
dren, who didn't want to be bothered carrying 
their lunch around. 

The throng of people continued to come into 
the grounds, und at 2 o0’clock there were over 
fifty thousand people on the grounds. Everv 
child in the city nearly was on hand, and the 
pate-keepers had considerable difficulty 
drawing the line where fourteen = yeirs 
of age stopped and over fourte en years of age 
began. It was rather an amusing sight to 
stund by the gate and watch the several keep- 

stand off men, women_and 

‘ anxious to pass youths of both sexes as 

under fourteen. The wate-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On September 2 the Committee on Ways and 
Meuns submitted a report showing that the re- 
ceipts this year will exceed the expenditures 
$1,528. They count among the receipts $59,- 
710 due from krieger They seem to have 
guessed atthis amount, as they did at a good 
mahy other things, the actualsum fer which he 
was liable being $71,103 of 
which $1,322 belonged to the bond- 
debt tund, $2,005 to the library 
fund ana the balance,$6%,46516,to the general 
fund. Among the expenditures they count 
$50,000 duethe Boatmen'’s Bank, also $4,322 
due bonded debt fund, an amount for which 
the general fund is not liable, but which must 
be collected from Krieger or replaced from the 
proceeds of the special tax levied for that 
fund. lhey also overestimate some items of ex- 
pense as, for instance, teachers’ salaries about 
$25,000, and supplement their report with 
the inevitable wail that school accommodations 
nee wanted, but there is no money to pay tor 
them. It may be remarked right here that 
there are accommodations for several thousand 
more children than are 17 the schools. 
In their next report, September , they suc- 
ceedcd in showing that the receipts will ex 
ceed the expenditures $2 5,338. Mr. Mockler 
objects to counting 8. ,000 from fines and 
$25,000 from bills 4 able amony the re- 
ccipts, and thinks the appropriation for the 
library too small. Mr. Knight objects to $3,000 
from fines and $59,710 from Krieger being 
courted among the rece ipts. No one objects 
to §$4,: duc bonde da debt fund or 
$50,000 due Boatmen's Rank being counted 
among the expenditures. In their last report, 
september loth, the champion jugylers execu- 
ted aconsuinmate feat of prestidigitation and 
showed. thatthe expenditures will exceed the 
receipts $45,093.54. They assume that only 
$25,000 will be realized trom Krieger, 
but stand by the $50,000 due Boatmen’s 
Bank, and $4,322 due bonded debt tund. 

Inallot their reports, the committee have 
ignored the tollowing tacts 

1. The schools are now being run with 
more scholars to the teacher than ever before, 
As the result of the present policy, it will be 
seen that in the last year, although at least one 
large school was provided with teachers, jan- 
itors,ete.,the last pay roll was more than 31, 
100 less than the first one. 

2. The Normal School course is made a 
practical one, and the pupils trom that school 
will do all the substituting.Thus what has been 
a lurge item oftexpense heretotore will not ex- 
ist this year. 

3. The regular teachers being all ap 
pointed, vacancies from resignations or other 

cause will be filled by German-English teach- 
ere frou the present corps, and without in- 
cleasing the corps. 

4. The ninth grade school being abolished 
there will be asmaller number of high-priced 
teachers. 

5. As the number of rooms opened for night 
schools willbe only about half the number 
opened last year there will be a large saving 
not only in salaries, butin fuel, gasand all the 
pense incidental expenses of aschool. 

As the school ac odations are largely 
be yond actual requi ts the real estate and 
improvement account, Which last year cost 
$58,000, will cost nothing this year. 

Besides these itemstnere will be a saving 
over last year in music ot $2,800, drawing 
$3,000, and in many other minor items of or- 
dinary expense more or less saving. It is not 
pleasant to impuen the motivesot the gentle- 
men of this committee. The names signed to 
these reports are all those of bitter opponents 
of German instruction in the schools. It nas 
all alone appeared to be the policy of these 
persons to showthe financial fnabhity of the 
board to sustain this branch of education.

The theories advanced vy the PosT-DISPATCH 
a day or two after the ascension of the ‘‘Path- 
inder,“ relative to its whereabouts, are 
daily establishing themselves both by circum- 
stantial evidence and actual facts gleaned by 
investigation.

Having had an experience quite 
similar to that through which I belicve them to 
be passing and having come out alive, I am per- 
suaded, after reading all the acceunts of his 
ascension, tbat he is not dead, but will seen be 
heard from. Inthe first place, Prof. Wiseis ne 
mountebank aeronaut, as were Donaldson, 
La Mountain and others. We is a careful »pru- 
dent, level-headed old gentleman, and his 
re markable suceesses hitherto never appeared 
to make him over-venturesome nor reckless. 
From all accounts he hada well-inflated bal- 
loon, with some ballast anda drag-rope 8 
mated at 1,200 feet in length. This rope, 
my opinion, isthe only thing indicating 
lack of judgment on his part.

Like Prof. Wise's late ascen- 
sion, we started near night, and in the 
same month of September We traveled 
over four hundred miles in a little over 
four hours; but whether we were being 
borne, or how fast we were travelling, we were 
as ignorant as two children, for it was a dark 
night,and ina balloon you cannot tell your 
course of flight unless you can see the earth. 
Instead of being 30 or 40 miles from home, as 
we supposed when we anchoredin a tall tree 
tor daylight, we were 400 miles from our start- 
ing point, and instead of being in an inhabited 
country, we wereinthe great Bosketong wil- 
derness olf Canada, which extends from the riv- 
er Ottawa on the south tothe Arctie Circle on 
the north. I will not further enter upon details, 
save to say that after thirtcen days of painful 
absence,we at last worked our way out to civil- 
ization, two of the raggedest and distrait but 
gladdest men that ever lived. Prom that time 
three square meals a day, and store clothes, 
and telegraph oflices all assumed new import- 
ance to us, and | made up my own mind thata 
balleon might be a good thing for ‘‘profess- 
ors’’ to fool around with, but fora ‘‘steady 
thing, the solid earth was goed enough for 
me. 

Now, may it not be that Prof. John Wise is 
plodding around in some remote Michigan for- 
est, just as we were, and as he is a hardy, in 
trepid man, why may not he, also, work his 
way out toa new appreciation of this thing we 
call ‘‘civilization?’>S I believe that he will, and 
that we shall soon be able to shake his hand.
